The names of the States were 
generally given for descriptive rea- 
sons, as will be seen from Ihe fol- 
lowing list : 

Alabama, an Indian word mean- 
ing " Here we rest." Said to have 
been given by some of the early 
French explorers, on hearing the 
word used by their Indian guides 
When a beautiful spot on a river's 
bank had been settled by them for 
a camping place. 

Arizona, meaning sand hills, 
scriptive of a large section of 
Stale. 

Arkansas, from Kansas, 
name of a tribe ol Indians found 
there with the French prefix, ore, 
meaning a bended bow. 

California, a nam* given by 
Cortes in the year 1580 to the pen- 
insula of Lower California, which 
he discovered. lie look die name 
from an old Spanish romance, in 
which there was an imaginary isl- 
and called California, abounding 
in great treasures of gold. 

Colorado, from the Spanish word 
for red oi coloied, and refers to the 
line of much of the soil in that 
State. 

Connecticut, fiom the Indian 
phrase Qainnitukut, which means 
" upon die long river " 

Dakota, an Indian word meaning 
leagued, or allied. Il was a com 
mon uame of Ihe confederated 
Sioux tribe who inhabited the 
country. 

Delaware, named for Lord De La 

Ware, one of the early governors of 
Virginia. On a voyage to the West 
Indies for his health, he was driven 
by a storm into the month of a river 
His name was given to the river, 
from this applied to the State aud 
Subsequently was also given lo a 
tribe of Indians, part of whom lived 
in the Stale. 

Florida, so called by ihe Span- 
iards, it was named thus by 
Ponce De Leon, because it was 
(list discovered on Faster Sunday, 
which is in Spanish, Pasqua Flor- 
ida 

Oeorgia, named by the English 
setllers Id honor of George 11. 
Idaho, an Indian word. 
Illinois, from lllini, die name of 
an Indian tribe, meaning mean. 
The 044 was the French suffix im- 
plying plurality. 

Indiana, from the word Indian. 
Iowa, the French fotm of an In- 
dian word meaning " the sleepy 
one," a name given by the Sioux lo 
the Pahoja tribe. 

Kansas, the name of a tribe of In- 
dians inhabiting the country. The 
meaning of the word is doubtful. 
By some it is said lo mean smoky 
water, by others, good potato. 

Kentucky, an Indian word mean- 
ing " at the head of a river." 
Given by the aborigines to a pail 
of the territory and applied by the 
setllers to the whole. 

Louisiana, named by the French 
colonists in honor of Louis XIV. of 
France. 

Maine, from the name Maenis, 
n to \\\^ country by the French 
voyagers that touched on that 
in the fifteenth century. Probably 
named by them after the ancient 
form of the name of the French 
province, Mavenne 

Maryland, so named in honor of 

Henrietta Maria, queen of Charles 
I 

M assach use! 1 s, an Iniiian wont 
meaning about the meal, hills, first 
applied to the region of the Berk- 
shire hills. 

Michigan, a word meaning a weir 
for Bah, applicable to the number 
of fresh water lakes in the Slate 

Minnesota, an Indian word mean- 
ing cloudy water, applied by them 
to the lake count! y near the In 
waters of the Mississippi, and 
adapted for die terril die 

settlers because of the musical 

sound. 

Mississippi, named from, the 
river. The word means in the 
aboriginal tongue, long river 

Missouri, also named from the 
larjce stream of the same name, 
which was so called by the Indians, 
because Ihe word means muddy. 

Montana, named for die mountain 

tanges within its bordi 

Nebraska, from an Indian word. 
meaning shallow river, 01 water 
valli 

Nevada, from the Spanish name 
of the mountain range. 
Nevada. Sierra is mountain chain ; 
Nevada, snow covered. 



New Hampshire, called for the 
county of Hampshire in England. 

- , so called because its 

governor, Sir G eor g e Cart e re t, « 

born on the island of Jersey. 

New Mexico, formerly a part of 

Mexican territory, was allow, d to 
retain the name because so large a 
part of its original population re- 
mained in the territory after its 
acquisition by the United Slates. 

New York, after the Duke of 
York, (afterward .lames II.), to 
whom the country was granted by 

his brother, Charles 11 , alter it had 
bem taken from the Dutch. 

Ninth Carolina and South ( 
rolina, named in honor of Queen 
Caroline. 

Ohio, an Indian word, meaning 
beaul if ill. 

Oregon, the name given by Car- 
ver, the explorer, to tin- stream 
and signifying "river of the west." 

Pennsylvania, IVnn's woods, SO 
called from tYilliam Peiin. who 
settled die country in 1681, and be- 
cause of the wooded condition of 
die country when fust settled 

Rhode Island, so called because 

of a fancied resemblance to ihe 

Island of Rhodes. Also, and pro- 
bably more accurately denied from 
the name of Ihe island when in pos- 
session of the Dutch Roodt Fyland 
(red island.) 

Tennessee, from an Indian name 
of the stream, meaning "rivet' of the 
big bend."
